N ew York, Get. 31.—The Pennsylva­ 
nia ferryboat Chicago, plying between 
Jersey City aud New York, was cut in 
two by the Reamer City of Augusta of 
tin Uld Dominion steamship line, at 
12:35 this morning on the New York 
side of North river.

in seven or eight minutes.
